Partlenlnrs of the Hecont Shoclking Murder
nod Mulclde,

The Balthmore Sun of Baturday gays: —

It appears that for the past two years Peter
Nesberg, formerly a seafarlng man, but who has
recently been working at his trade of sall
making, bus been boarding at Mrs, Mary Ann
Anderson's whenever he was in Baltimore, and
that be has often asked her to marry him, but
she always refused, telling him, well ns
other persons, that his ounly object In waut-
Ing her to marry bl was to get posscs-
sion of the house In which she lived, to-
gether with other property she owued.
Aboul gix months elnce he left the eity and
returned three weeks ago, aud the two seameid
1o get along  very well together, am
Wednesday night last Nesborg went outl with
Frederick, son of Mre, Anderson, and both of
them returned hote about 10 o'eloek, under the
Influence of liguor, Nesberg again asked heor,
in the presence of Mary Kidd, the oeeupant
awbove relerred to, to marry him. Again sue
refused, and sald she did not want anythiog
mare 1o do with him, as he had no right o wke
the boy outl and make bhim drunk, as his mind
was unsettled enough when he was gober, and
that he was perfectly crazy when he was drunk.
Both of thein were very augry, and he acoused
her of earing more or gomie lenr Lha ha

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dig not hear the shote tired, and only discovered
the tragedy when going down the stairway into
the kitchen, about 10 o'clock, when, secing
blood upon the floor, withont waiting to =esk
further, she ran up stalrs and awoke tha boy,
who came down, and discovering the dead
bodies of his mother and the man upon the
floor, roshed into the yard crying out that his
mother was dead.
A HORRIBLE S1ouT.

The alarm was immediately given, and the
police ofticer cn the beat, Mr. J. F. Jones, went
into the house and found not only the dead
body of the woman lying on the tloor of the
kitehen, weltering in blood, but also that of
Neeterg on the opporsite side of the room. The
bodles, as they were [ound, presented a horri-
ble appearance. The woman was Iying on her
back beside the stove, with her halr disheveled,
and o buller hole in the right slde of her
head, immediately above the ear, and
from which the  brains were oozing.
The man was lving on  the loor, with
hiis ghoulders ;;r-lp;-wl up against the stairway,
hie right band firmly bolding a pistol, e viei-
nity in which be was lving being covered with
blood, which eame from a wound also in the
right «ide of his head, near the temple, The sup-
position i that alter he shot the woman he sat
down npon a chair and shot himself, as a chair
#lood beside Ini#n. from which it appeared as if
he had fallen. The supposition in regard to the
woman is that ghe was engaged in cooking at
the time the shot was fired.

THE CORONER'S INQUEST AND VERDICT,

A CINCINNATI HORROR,
SR

An Estimable Young Ludy Killed by Her
Lovyer—Aa Jiystervious Lnse,

The Cincinuatl 2'{nes of Saturday has the fol-
lowing:—

Atout nineo'clock Iast nlght the eitizens of
tbe west end of Covington were startled by the
report that o very estimable young Indy =Miss
Philomeno Wellinghoff —hind beea  shot and
Killed nt ber bhowe on Philadelphin gtrest, te-
tween Beventh and Eiguth streets, by her lover,
Frederick Koors, It seems (hat Koors had
visited the young lady's house about eight
o'vlock lnst evenlug, aud fonond that ghe had
gone o a neighboring grocery for coul oil, He
touk o reat in the Kitcben and awaited ber re-
torn. o about fifteen minuies she came back
andexpressed some surprise atsecing him there.
Alter conversing lor a short thine the conple
went Into an adloining room, but were not there
loung when the family, in avother part of the
houge, were started by the report of o pistol
and the sereams of the young lady.

Upon rushing to the door of the room in
which the parties were, Mra. Welllnghoff found
it locked, and beard bher doughter serewming
for pome one to open it. The door was tiually
opened by AMiss Wellinghoff  berself, who
turved the key., Bhe then sugegered ont, ex-
clniming that Fred. had shot her aod that she
was dying.

Young Koors rushed frantically ont of the
house, and proceeded as fast a8 he could to
the residence of Fatlier Froelich, a Catholie
priest, telling him that he had Killed his sweet-

r bheart, but that be did not lutend to doit; that
be didn’t Konow there was aoything in the
pistol. )

The young woman died in about fiftesn

minutes after she was shot. The ball entered
her lefu breast, penetrating into the body.

Esquire Franels snmmoned a jury, asd held
an inguest on the body.

THE VERDICT.

We, the jury empanelled to hold an inguest
on the body of Phllomens Wellinghoff, au un-
warried woman abont nipctesn vears of are,
find that the said Philomena Wellinghnff came
to her death from a wound from a pistol-ball
discharged from a plistol In the hands of Frode-
rick Koors, and that the handling of said platol
by eaid Koors was either malicions or careless,
but as to which of these two the jary are di-
vided in opivion.

INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER.

We visited the city jall this morning, and
found Koors Iying on o mattress in his cell, He
was quiet, but appeared to have spent a restless
nizht.

dental; that Miss Wellinghoff and he were 1n
the room together; that she was plaving with
bim, and that he pulled out his pistol for no
particular purpose whatever, She caught hold
of tha barrel and was trying to wrest it from
him when the weapon was discharged, bhul how
he did wot know. He sald he was engaged to
be married to her in Apgust next i{ everything
went on right; that he had never quarrelled
with her; was not jenlous of any one; that she
had uwo vther snitor than himself.

POLITICAL PRISONERS.

How They Ounaht te bs Treated-A Liboral
Eugtinh View.

The London Saturday Review hag a remark-
able article npon political prisoners, (rom which
we make the following exlracts: —

There are two theories as to the mode in

which politieal prisoners ought (o be treated.
According to the one theory, they are persons
w ho bave been gulity of no moral crime, or at
moet of & very slight one. They have tried to
incite to war or to make war, and they have

been beaten. They are prisoners of
ought to be treated As such.
It 1’, of ecourse, quite proper that
they should be Kkept in continement, be-

canee the cuemies of the existing Government
cannot be allowed to go at large. Botthey
ought to be treated while In conflinement with
the respect and courtesy which a . generous
enemy always extends to those he has captured
on the field of battle. Theyvonght to be care-
fully distinguished and kKept apart from
all ordinnry  eriminals, well fad, nl-
lowed Lo communicate with their
friends, subject only to such supervision
af is necersary to ensure that they shall not
uee¢ their involuntary leisure in hatehing or
alding new plots; and they ought not to be
ealled on to perform any maunual labor. This,
it Is eaid, is only in necordance with the preva-
leut views eotertained by eociety of their
offense. They have been possibly foolish; pos-
gibly they may hiave ouly sacrificed themszelves
a5 the pioneers of n movement hereafter to be
successful, but the suecess of which would have
been impossible hnd not some  enthusiasts
stopped forward to start it and saffer for it.
No one thinks they have done anything dis-
‘_-rm't ful. Thelr wives and families glory in
waring thelr name, and have none of the
Bumiliation and sepge of shiame falling on those
who are intimalely nssocinted witha plekpocket
or a forger. Those who adopt this theory
would buve liked 1o #ee the Fenian prisoncrs
trented as they think the captives of Sedan

are, or ought to be, treated by the Germans,
Of course all political prigsoners are not alike,
and no one probably would claim that the mnr-
derers of policemen ot Manchester, or Lhe
atutbors of the Clerkenwell explosion, should
be treated as I they were captive marshals of
France. Butif the general theory were right,
the ordinary Fenlan who has been guilty of
nothiong more than treascnable writing, or acts
intended to promole disaffection or war, ought
nomore to sulfer extraordioary penalties be-
cause eome persons evmpathizing with their
cange have been gollty of murdering innocent
officials and civilinng, than Canrobert or Ba-
zinine ought to s=ulfer extraordinary penalties
because some French officers have broken their
parole, The other theory is that political
prisovers are exsctly like other prisoners,
that sedition and treason-felony are most dan-
gerove and pernicious erimes calenlated to do
infinite harm to life and property, and that the
Jaw must be upheld with equal severity against
them as ngainst any other eriminal whose crime
Ling been defined by Parlinment as anact deserv-
ing the same amount of punishment. Buat it is
quite consistent with this view to say that the
rigors of poonl servitude may be properly re-
laxed i particular caseg, beeause those rigors
fall with unequal geverity on different men.
There are especinlly two parts of penal disci-
pline whieh torture gome men and hardly affect
others. The associntion with the ordinary pro-
fersed rutlian 1s most painfual to men who have
bitberto lived in homes of decency or refine-
ment, while to the habitual criminal it is pro-

bably a source of positive pleasure; and,
obviounely, the severer forms of
manual labor nre nothing Lo

persons nccustomed to hard manual labor all
their lives, while they are full of excessive hard-
ship to men who haye never done a day's work
out of doors, The forger or the frandulent
trustee is in these respects exactly on o footing
with the political prigoner; and in point of fact
the prison authorities do make a difference
when it can be shown to he reasonable that a
difference should be made. They do not force
all those condemned. to penal servitude to herd
together, and they adjust manual labor to the
coustitution and previons habits of the work-
man. Al that political prisoners, therefore, if
this theory is right, can ak, 18 that they shonld
be treated as ordivary eriminals, but that they
should have such a relaxation of discipline
made In their favor as would be granted to any
oiher eriminals who were like them in constitu-
tion and previous habits of living.

MURDER IN TRENTON.

Horrible Affalr—=A Man Kilied for his Money.

On Saturday evening, Asa Downe, o stranger
in Trenton, visited a pumber of drinking-saloons
in the southern part of the city, imbibing freely
at each. With him were two companions, who
drank at hils expenee, bhut not as deeply as he
did, Their appearance was not remarkable,
and vone who gaw him had any susplelon that a
horrible tragedy was to terminata their spree,
Yesterday morning, at about 7 o'clock, Downe
was found in o dying condition In s barn in
I'smilton townehip, about one mile from the
city. His left hand and wrist were badly cul,
and there were deep black murks prodaced by
the clutch of fingers on his throat. He was re-
moved to a house near at hand, where he lay
groaning and nocoascious during the dav, until
4 o'clock vesterday afternoon, when he died.
The ¢ircumstances attending the ense, and par-
tieularly the fact that his pockets had been
ritted and were turned inside ont, leave mo
doubis in the minds of the Trenton oflicers that
bhe was murdered for ble money. Coroner Par-
rons, with a jury, viewed the body last evening,

and ordered a post mortem examination. The
inquest will be held to-day.
